It is not popular to be a Funda.

teaches. Those who deny a lit. 
eral hell, those who deny the 
accuracy of,.the story. of Jonah 
and the whale, those who deny 
the necessity of being born 
again, are all against the term 
Fundamentafist because Funda- 
mentalists take the Bible at face 
value and believe what God has 

said. 

' "The universities generally do 
not like the term Fundamental. 
ism ‘because the universities pre- 
fer education and culture to re. 
generation. 

Denominational headquarters 
generally are opposed to Funda- 
mentalism, because all the major 
denominations have some denom. 
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inational projects that are un. 
scriptural, some college teachers 
who are Modernists. 

In fact, Postmillennialists are 
usually against Fundamentalism 
because to be a Postmillennial- 
ist means to explain away many. 
many phorhecies concerning the 


course of this age and the re- 


turn of Christ, and Fundamen 
talists must believe the Word of 
God as it is and accept it at 
face value, if they are sincere in 
their use of the term. You can 
see how it is, then, that a thou. 
sand forces are brought to bear 
on those who believe the Bible 
and that there is a terrific pres- 
sure against Fundamentalism. It 
is not surprising that many good 


men who believe the Bible, are 
yet ashamed to be known ag 
Fundamentalists. 


In east Dallas some years ago 
Dr. Norris held a great revival) 
and left a Fundamentalist Bap. 
tist Church. Later, the pastor 
vigorously attacked Fundamen. 
talists, particularly Dr. Norris 
and the name of the church was 
changed... The chureh now has 
fellowship with those that it once 
called Modernists and worse. 

Following this man’s lead tht 
pastor af the Fundamentalist 
Baptist Church at Waxahachie 
made an attack on the one who 
had. helped established the work 
there amd led the people tc 
change the name of the church 
After he was gone, the church 
invited me to come back for e 
revival. and changed the name 
back to the Fundamentalist Bao. 
tist Church. The Fundamental- 
ist Baptist Church in Oklahoma 
City likewise, has had _= great 
blessings of God upon it, but 
recently, under the leadership of 
the pastor, has changed it’e 
name to The Second Baptist 
Church. The same parties ad. 
vised the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Chureh at Sherman to change 
their name and s0 escape the 
reproach that there is in being 
a Fundamentalist. And now the 
Fundamentalist Baptist Churcb 
at Wichita Falls has changed 
its name. 

Recently an Oklahoma preach- 
er and local. Baptist preachers 
tried to get Brother Woodson 
Mims and the Lemmon Avenue 
Fundamentalist Baptist Church 
in Dallas not to use the name 
Fundamentalist in advertising a 
fellowship meeting at which it 
was planned to hold in_ the 
church. Because they refused to 
speak in the, meeting if it were 
announced for Fundamentalists 
the fellowship meeting was call. 
ed off The young pastor, Broth- 
er Woodson Mims stood firm and 
true as a Fundamentalist. 

All these are simply illustra. 
tions of the fact that it costs 


Fundamentalist and that ,there 
is a reproach for standing fast 
for the gospel. 
IT WAS SO IN BIBLE TIMES 
The dishonor that is attachea 
to the name Fundamentalist need 
not surprise ts. True Christians 
have always had a~-stigma agains, 
them. After all, it is not the 
name that people object to, but 
what the name stands for. If 1 
should change my name and still 
fight sin as I do, fight modern.

was when His followers, like 
Hismelf, were hated and spit 


upon and martyred. When mar. 
tyr fires ‘burned around the 
stake, Christianity was giving a 
true witness to this world. The 
great things God has done for 
the world, He has done through 
minorities, not through majori. 
ties. Any Christian ought to be 
greatly concerned when he be- 
comes too popular, too well loved 
and without persecution. He 1s 
getting coo far away from the 
position the Lord Jesus occupied 
among men. Jesus i 
eres said in John 
“If he world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before 
it hated you. If ye were of 
the world, the world would love 
his own; but because ye are 
not of the world; but I “have 
chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you. 
Remember the word that I 
said unto you, The servant is 
not greater than his lord. If 
they have persecuted me, they 
will also persecute you; if 
they have kept my _ saying, 
they will keep your’s also.”
